Our parish has an intergenerational model 
of faith formation called Gatherings of Grace. 
All generations meet together the second 
Wednesday of each month, September 
through May. 


I would like to share a little background with you. I was ordained on July 9,1993. 
I served the Cathedral parish for one year before being assigned to Bonesteel 
(pop. 297) with missions in Fairfax and Ponca Creek in the far southeast corner of 
our diocese. People in the far reaches of the diocese are so hospitable. I loved the 
experience and enjoyed the tiny parishes. Even though I served those parishes 
only two years, I gained some lifelong friends. 

In 1996 the Diocese of Rapid City assumed responsibility for ministry on the 
Standing Rock Reservation. Msgr. O'Connell and I were the first diocesan priests 
assigned there. We served six parishes, and the people of Our Lady of the Black 
Hills supported our ministry through a monthly donation. It was a grace-filled 
experience. Tragedy is part of the daily grind on the rez! But the people are as 
good as you will find anywhere. That is one thing that I have learned over the 
years. People are good wherever you go. 

After seven years on Standing Rock, I went to the North American College in 
Rome where I had studied as a seminarian. This time my role was to help 
seminarians learn about pastoral ministry. One of my jobs was to organize 
"apostolates," or places where they could minister for a few hours each week. 
These included hospitals, soup kitchens, parishes, overseas college programs, a 
house for men with AIDS, etc. I worked at the seminary for three years, then 
moved to a house of studies for priests and completed a degree program in 
Scripture. God has blessed me with a great love for the Scriptures, and that year 
of studies was a unique opportunity to delve deeply into the Word of God. 

I returned from Rome in 2007. My new assignment was as chaplain for the Rapid 
City Catholic Schools which means I celebrated weekly Masses and was available 
for other pastoral needs. I also taught senior religion. While at the school I came 
to appreciate the hard work of teachers, and I enjoyed getting to know the young 
people, especially the seniors whom I taught every day. However, there were 
days when it felt like God was giving me a huge dose of parenting adolescents! 
While working at the school, I was also the chaplain for the Newman Center at 
SDSM&T, and I served the parish in Hermosa. 

Finally, last year Bishop Cupich assigned me to oversee the Terra Sancta project, 
and last August I was elected as diocesan administrator. I have been blessed in 
every place that I have served. Each experience has brought new personal growth 
and especially a deeper appreciation for how the Holy Spirit works in the Church. 

I am excited to be here. I look forward to meeting you. You have been blessed 
with great pastors, and I plan to build on their good work. Let us pray for one 
another. Nothing is more important.
